Drift of Opinion— Card from Colonel Lowry— 
and Guesses—Wili a New Candidate Be Put 
in the Pield?—Growing Interest in 

the Political 


At last the convention is over and the 
delegates heve departed! 

It is useless to discuss what is past—the 
interest of the day is in the future and its 
bringing forth. TheColquiti men who sti!! 
linger on the scene are hopeful and conti 
dent and declare that they will make a 
lively campaign. The anti Coiquitt men— 
those who still hold opposition views, are 
quite as determined, and deciare that they 
will put a candidate for governor in the 
field, Who this candidate will be specula- 
tion cannot even guess. It was said on yes- 
terday that a committee bad been sent to 
Mr. Stephens, at his home in Taliaferro, to 
urge him to make the race. He had previ- 
ously refused to allow his name to be used, 
but it avas hoped by the anti-Colquitt men 
that he wou'd reconsider. It was evident 
that they were waiting for some decision of 
somebody all day yesterday. They would 

’ say nothing, but were evidently bent on a 
programme not fully developed. 

It is claimed by the Colquitt men that 
many of the delegates in the minority, 
outside of those who voted for Gover.or 
Co quitt on the last bailot, would join Messrs. 
Dell and Wade, of Screven, in declaring to 
go with the minority farther, but would 
soon announce their purpose to support 
Governor Colquitt. We do not know how 
far this may be so, but the card published 

- below will show that there is some ground 
at least for the belief that the minority 
cannot control all its delegates.

The headers of the minority are rather reticent 
asto their intentions. All efforts to interview 
them r-sulted at best in partial success, 

Mr. Wash Dessau, of Bibb, said yesterday: “I 
am surprised to see that a Bibb delegate predicts 
that the county will give Colquitt a majority. I 
believe it will go by 2,000 for any ood man who 
runs against Colquitt."’ 

Mr. Louis Garrard, of Muscogee, was jokingly 
wld yesterday that there was a report tnat he had 
teen converted and was a Colquitt man. Said 
he: “If they ever convert me they had better do 
me as the Irisuman did the Jew who fell out of @ 
boat. The Irishman caught hold of him and 
asked him if be believed in the holy Catholic 
church. The Jew eaid no. Tae Irishman 
ducked him and then repeated the 
question. The Jew half strangled still refused 
to believe. Again he went under the water. 
When he arose this time he gasped for bregth 
and said he was converted. The Irishman 
thought he had better let him go while he was in 
the faith and turned him loose for good.”’ 

Mr. John King, proprietor of “the Enquirer- 
Sun”’ of Columbus, was asked how he would 
stand in the canvass and said: ‘Just look at the 
Enquirer-Sun and you will see.’’ As that jour- 
nal yesterday contained a strong anti-Colquitt 
editor.al the reply is no ionger an enigma. 

Mr. Sam Jemison, of Bibb, is enthusiastic. He 
says: ‘Middle Georgia is dead against Colquitt. 
Bibb county will go four to one against him. I 
am sorry that any member of the Bibb delegation 
ever consented to vote for him.”’ 

Major Ryals, of Chatham, one of the best na- 
tured members of the minority, says that his 
county willsend the opposition candidate off with 
a rousing majority. 

Jndge Harrell, of Webster, one of the anti Col- 
quitt leaders in the convention, and a member of 
the minority committee, was asked who would be 
put ou: sgainst Governor Colquitt. Hesaid: ‘I 
don’t know. There will be no hurry about this 
thing. Weare goivg slowly and deliberately be- 
fore the people on a platform that we expect them 
to indorse.”’ 

Mr. Deil and Mr. Wade, of Screven, have re- 
turned home. Both of them voted steadily with 
the minority, put in the meeting Wednesday 
night, both refused to indorse the resolutions 
and announced their intention of going home to 
advocate Governor Colquitt’s election. They say 
he was the choice of a majority of the conven- 
tion, and is the choice of a majority of the people; 
that opposition to him is useless—his election is 
inevitable, and all factious dissensions in demo- 
cratie renks will endanger’the party without do- 
ing any good. 

We learn that several other minority men have 
expressed views similar to these. 

Ex-Senator Norwood, Dr Carlton, Colonel P. W. 


Alexander and other prominent leaders of the 
minority, decline to speak of their plans, and say 
they will be fully represented in the address 
which may be ready in a day or two. 

It was rumored last night that Hon. D. E. But- 
ler, of Madison, woula be the anti-Colquitt can 
didate for governor. 


The Savannah Delegation. 
We had a short talk with Captain Ryals, of the 
Savannah delegation inthe late convention, at 
the Kimball house, yesterday. Captain Ryals is 
a jolly fellow, just as enthusiastic as a tornado on 
his line, and there is about as much compromise 
in him as there ix in a locomotive running at 
fifty miles an hour. He is anti-Colquitt to the 
back bone. 
“Well, captain, what are you going 
to do now?” we said to him _yester- 
day, as he was standing in the ratunda of 
the Kimball house, fanning himseli yigorously. 
‘‘Going to beat Colquitt?”’ 
‘*Are vou still on that line.”’ 
“We are,’’ he said, biting off the end ofa cigar, 
and looking at us over his left shoulder. 
‘Where is Joe Warren?’’ we asked, timidly. 
‘He is in the committee-room up-stairs drawing 
up the papers.’’ 
“Who is with him?’’ 
‘“‘That'sjnone of your business; he is at work, 
énd you bet he knows what he is doing.”’ 
‘Don’t Joe never rest?’’ we a-ked. 
“Not much when he is fighting Colquitt. I 
don’t think he has slept two hours since he has 
been here. By the way, I’ve got a good joke on 
Joe. I'll tellit to you, but mind, you must not 
put it in the paper.”’ 
‘All right captain, proceed.’’ 
“Well, you know there’s been a heap of talk 
about the gag law.’”’ 
“Yes, 1 have heard some—”’ 
‘‘Well, Joe has been particular rampant on the 
gag law. Last night when they 
called on him to make a speech 
he excused himself from any extended 
remarks on the ground that he had been talking 
s9 much that he was hoarse. I told him when he 
returned that I thought we had better let up on 
the gag law.

THE COMMITTEE TO THE GOVERNOR. 

ATLANTA, Ga, August 12, 1880.—Governor A 
H. Colquitt, Atlanta,;Ga —Dear Sir: The demo- 
cratic convention of the state of Georgia, which 
assembled in this city on the 4th instant, by a

THE GOVERNOR'S RESPONSE. 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 12, 1880.—Messrs Philip 
L. Coh-n, Randolph Ridgeéley, R. Jones, Willis A. 
Hawkius, F. M. Longley, George M. Nolan, Sam- 
uel Hall, David Bukofzer, Ty er M. Peeples, Com- 
mittee—Gentlemen: I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your letter, notifying me that 
the state democra'ic convention of Georgia has 
selected me by a large majvrity as the democratic 
candidate for governor in the coming 
state c‘ection, and I hereby signify 
my acc -ptance of the trust For 
the kind terin: in which you have couched your 
letter, I beg to assure you of my appreciation. 
Entering upon the duties of the executive office 
nearly four years agoina period of general de- 
pression, I was conscious of the unusual burden 
that I as-umed, and I brought to the discharge of 
duty an earnest desire that my administration 
might bring material réesult@ of benefit to the 
people of our beloved state. In every act I have 
performed as a public servant since I have filled 
the post I occupy, the interest and the honor of 
Georgia have been my inspiration, and not to the 
extent of ‘‘one poor scruple’’ have I betrayed or 
slept over my trust. 
It has been gratifying to me to see a steady im- 
provement in individual welfare and in 
every phase of the public condition, and I am 
not insensible t» the compliment conveyed in 
your letter thatyou accord to me credit for these 
results to the full extentthatan executive may 
properly claim in our scheme of public polity. 
Among the valuable results wrought in these 
years are, anelevated state credit, a diminished 
public debt, a decreased rate of taxation, en- 
larged sources of income, exaltation of the state’s 
dignity abroad, andan abatement of sectional 
strife through Georgia’s influence. To these 
may be added kindlier relations between the 
white and colored races, aue to a liberal sepiritin 
the encouragement of popular education and 
equal justice in the protection of all races in 
every right of citizenship to the fullest extent of 
executive authority. 


I consider it the duty of all the patriotic people 
belonging to either race to encourage cordiality 
and kindness between the races. It is especially 
the duty of the white race having the advantage 
which they now possess in education and in the 
possession of property, to see that full and im- 
partial justice is done to the colored race by every 
department cf the govern ment. 


I will say further that the state government 
should doe all that can reasonably be 
done to promote popular education, and tat 
each race should participate equally and fairly in 
the distribution of all public moneys raised for 
that purpose, in proportion to the number of chil- 
dren belonging to each, within the ages which 
entitle them to the benefits of education at pub- 
lic expense, as provided by law. 


I may mention as an evidence of increased 
prosperity thatif the returns from the one hun- 
dred counties heard frem by the comptroller 
general afford a basis for judging, the wealth of 
Georgia will show anincrease of fully ten mil- 
lions of dollars this single year. 


It niay not be inappropriate in this connection 
forme tosay something on the subject of our 
system of transportation, asit is one that very 
materially affects the interests of our fellow-citi- 
zens. Much complaint having been made in 
reference to the inequalities and discriminations 
in our railroad system, the last general assemb!y 
took up that question, and after great delibe:a- 
tion passed the act now upon our statute book, a 
leading feature of which was the establishment of 
a railroad commission. It was not to be expected 
that the commissipners could in ashort time so 
adjust the whole railroad system in Georgia as to 
prevent all discriminations and do justice alike 
to all the people and to the railroad companies. 
Iam gratified to learn, however, that very great 
progress has been made toward a satisfactory so- 
lution of this whole question. I cannot doubt 
that the able and iatelligent gentlemen who have 
the matter in charge as commissioners, will dur- 
ing the coming year be able to harmonize the dif- 
ferent conflicting: elements, and to so systemize 
the whole business of transportatiou by rail in 
the state as to place it upon a just and equitable 
basis. I trust that both the transportation com- 
p-nies and the pepvie will be content to await de- 
velopments for a reasonable time until the 
problem has been fairly solved. The people of 
the state have the right to demand that their 
freights be carried at the lowest figure that will 
secure to the stockholders who have invested 
their money in railroad enterprises reasonable 
and just dividends upon the investment. 

Whi'e on this point I desire to remark further 
that Iam aware that considerable disquietude 
has been manifested by our people in reference to 
our great state property,the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, growing out of the extensive combina- 
tions and consolidations of the railroad interests, 
and the rapid changes which have been made in 
the ownership of the different lines connecting 
with our state system, and especially with the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. 

I have looked carefully into the leas: and to the 
act providing for the lease of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad, and I find that all dis- 
éeriminations against persons or corporations in 
this state are positively forbidden by that act. It 
will be my purpose to see that this act is faith- 
fully carried out in letter and spirit, 


pressed at the ballot-box, in the fullest primary | 


The Western and Atlantic railroad is a great 
public highway, connecting the transportation 
lines between the coast and the west and it 
should be perpetually used as an open highway 
over which every person and every railroad com- 
pany should havean equal rightto pass upon 
terms of perfect equality. To carry out this ob- 
ject, it will be very important thatthe state 
should retain at all times the control of this great 
highway in her own hands. Iam, therefore, op- 
posed to the saie of the Western and Atlantic rail-

While these remarks are probably not elicited 
by your communication, they relate to subjects of 
public interest so momentous in their character 
that I feel Iam due no apology for having made 
this public statement in reference to my position 
aud policy on these viial issues. 

Feeling grateful for the continued manifesta- 
tion of the respect and conffdence of the people 
of Georgia, as shown by their indorsement in 
primary meetings, and the action of the demo- 
cratic convention, I take fre.n courage for the 
work that is before me, and as I feel that I h.ve 
been true to the interest of Georgia in the past, I 
will not falter in the discharge of duty in the 
future.

Meeting of the Agricultaral Seciety 
im Hartweil, Ga, 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

HartweELlL, August 11, via Toccoa, Au- 
gust 12.—About one hundred and sixty del- 
ezates arrived yesterday at 12 m., and the 
convention organized at 3 p.m., Colonel 
Fannin, of Troup, vice-president, in the 
chair, President Hardeman not having ar- 
rived, 

Mr. Newman, of Atlanta, read an essay 
on fruit culture, and Dr. Cary, of Troup, 
on terracing. 

A report was made highly complimenta-. 
ry to the Middle Georgia military and ag- 
ricultural college and recommending it to 
the public. 

Mr. Francis~-Kontaine, commissioner of 
immigration of Georgia, by invitation, ad- 
dressed the convention, giving an account 
of his efforts in behalfof immigration to tbe 
state. Upon the conclusion of bis remarks 
he was warmly thanked by the convention. 

Mr. Malcoim Jubnston, the secretary, in- 
tending toenter upon other business, re- 
signed, to take effect at the next meeting in 
February next. 

The committee on the Clement attach- 
ment reported that the machine was im- 
practicable for farmers to use on their farms 
but should receive the attention of capi- 
talists. ' 

A resolution was offered reciting that 
whereas the farmers of Georgia pay into 
the treasury $50,000 net in inspection fees 
on fertiiljzers, that the legislature be peti- 
tioned to appropriate this sum annually for 
the benefit of the productive interests of the 
state, to wit: The cumpletion of the geo- 
logical and agricultural survey of the state, 
the support of agricultural and mechanical 
education, and the balance to the establish 
ment of experimental stations and agricul- 
tural colleges. 

After full discussion the resolution was 
laid on the table. 

The report of the executive committee 
was made announcing that there would be 
no state fair held this year; also announcing 
with regret the prospective resignation of 
Malcolm Johnston as secretary, and express- 
ing appropriate resolutions on the death of 
James Davison, one of their members. 

Bainbridge was unanimously selected as 
the next place of meeting, in February 
next, 

The election of president for the ensuite 
year then took place and was attended with 
much more than usual interest and excite 
ment. Four candidates were nominated, 
namely: Thomas Hardeman, of Bibb; J. 
H. Fannin, of Troup; D. E. Butler, of 
Morgan, and James M. Mobley, of Harris. 
Mr. Mobley and Mr. Butler withdrew. and 
the race was then confined to Messrs Harde 
man and Fannin. Out of 129 votes cast 
Colonel Hardeman receivedj73, Fannin 52, 
and Butler 4 The election of Colonel 
Hardeman was then mace unanimous. 

Mr. 8. M.H Bird, of Polk county, was 
re-elected a trustee of the state university. 

Hon. B. F. Crayton, president of the 
state agricultural society of South Carolina, 
addressed the convention, giving an account 
of t fence law as lately inaugurated ii 
that state by which now almost the entire 
northern portion of” tbat state, embrecing 
some dozen counties, bave dispensed 
with fences. He detasled the various 
benefits which had resulted from the change 
and that the farmers in that section would 
not under any circumstances return to the 
old system. 

A resolution was adopted inviting immi- 
gration to Georgia; that tLe legislature 
should adopt suth measures as wiil accom- 
plish this result and that immigrants will 
be protected and encouraged. 

The convention ddjourned sine die at 12 
o'clock. 

The convention were delighted with their 
reception and entertainment by the people 
of Hartwell.

COLONEL HAYES 


Holds Out Some Campaign Indace- 
ments to the KRoenth. 
Coaumbus, U., August 12 —Speaking at 
the reunion of ex-soldiers and sailors yes- 
terday President Hayes referred to the flow 
of immigration to America as an indication 
of our increasing prosperity. He alluded 


to the fact that few immigrants go south, 
deplored the lack of educational facilities 
in that section, and referred to the fact 
that the south lost so much by the war that 
at its end the people of the southern stares 
were left in no condition to provide for 
universal popular education, and said, “the 
principle applied by general consent to tbe 
works of public improvement, is in point 
that principle that, whenever pubiic im- 
provement is of national importance and 
local and private enterprise are inadequate 
to its prosecution, the general govern- 
ment should uadertake it. On 
this principle, I would deal 
with the question of education by aid 
of the national government. Wherever in 
the United States the local systems o’ pop- 
ular education are inadequate, they should 
be supplemented by the general govern- 
ment by devoting to the purpose, by suit- 
able legislation and with proper safeguards, 
public jands or, if necessary, appropriations

Philadelphia Furnishes Another Railroad Horror— 
Excursion Train Bun Into and Forty Per- 
; Disaster in 


PHILADELPHIA, August 12.—Last evening 
the second section of an excursion train 
which ieft Atlantic City at 6 o'clock ran 
into the first section, telescoping the rear 
car, and killing one person and injuring 
over forty. The train was filled with St. 
Ann’s Catholic excursionists from Kensing- 
ton and Philadelphia. The first section of 
sixteen cars left Atlantic City at 6 o'clock 
and the second section of ten cars soon fol- 
lowed. All wens well until the first section 
reached May’s landing, when the engineer 
slowed up and started to run on the siding 
to allow the passage of the 5:30 express 
from Camden. All the cars had passed the 
switch except-two, when the second section 
came thundering on behind—several per- 
sons on the rear~ platform of the 
first train. Some jumped to the 
ground and then rushed panic stricken 
back into the cars. The locomotive came 
thundering on and crashed into the rear 
car still standing upon the bridge. So ter- 
rible was the force of the collision, that the 
engine fairly plawed a furrow half way into 
the car, the roof of the latter being lifted 
overthe smoke-stack of the locomotive 
The shock broke one of the cylinders of the 
engine and instantly scalding water was 
poured out upon the terroi-3tricken occu- 
pants of the car. The rain had been pouring 
down heavily ,consequently all the windows 
of the car were down, and the steam filling 
it instantly added to the terrors of the oc- 
casion by concealing everything beneath 
an impenetrable cloud, Tne scenes that 
ensued are described as being simply ter- 
rible. From beneath the concealing vapor, 
were heard agonizedshbrieksof women, the 
piteous wails of children, and the pain born 
yells of suffering men. The pain stricken 
thousands in the cars of the first train, 
ran pell mel! from them or jumped through 
the windows and rushed, they knew not 
whither, in their uncontrollable fright, and 
itwas some time before reason prevail- 
ed, and earnest effurts were made to rescue 
the injured and relieve theirsuffering. As 
there were nearly 2,000 peopie from Phila- 
de}; hia on the excursion the excitement 
among those looking for their friends at the 
wharf as the wvounded were brought 
over from Camden was intense. Some 
of the women had gone down 
to the seaside in light summer costume, 
which furnished but sight protection 
against the steam-jets, aud the only diffi- 


‘culty is to see why they were not burned. 


They were carried trom the cars in a mass 
of flour and cotton, under which the human 
forms were’ scarcely distinguishable, and 
but for the low moans they seemed dead. 
At 20 clock this morning, ten ambulances 
were full, and a number of stretchers 
proved inadequate, Several of the victims 
still remained in the cars. 

The piace is in a state of intense excite- 
ment. The Union hotel is turned intoa 
temporary hospital, and in the parlors are 
several of the dead and dying. In the 
front room lies Mrs. David McCrysta] with 
her face and body frightéully scalded, and 
by her side is her husband, also badly 
scalded. In the next room lies Mrs. 
Boodle badly scalded about the head 
and; face near her,and covered with acloth, 
lies the body of Katie Welsh aged 11 years. 
who died from her injuries last night; and 
near by lies Liliie Grace's body burned and 
suffering intensely. At neigiburing cotta- 
ges are other victims. At Godfrey East- 
low’s near the hotel was found the infant 
danghter of McCrystal, about four months 
old, suffering from severe scalds 
Another child of the same family has been 
found at Mrs. Person’s, close by. This lit- 
tle one, a girl eighteen months old, was in 
its mother’s arms when the co) lision occur: d. 
and the father, snatching it quickly, with- 
out waiting to raise tbe car window, threw 
it through the glass end jumped after 
it. The baby was afterwards picked 
up only slightly injured, and is now doing 
very well. At the house of Mrs. Smitb, 
uear the scene of the accident, is the dead 
body of Miss Henralty, and two other per- 
sons suffering greatly from scalds. ‘The 
dead body of James Sweeny Mas been sent 
to Philadelphia. Freddie Carr, 11 years 
vld, who died soon after the accident, and 
Annie Gillespie, who died early to day, are 
at the residence of Mr. Raper. The man- 
gled forms of Owen Walsh and James Mul- 
len, tied up in raw cotton and presenting a 
terrible appearance, were also sent to Phil- 
adel phia.

The injured now here are Mr. and Mrs. 
David McCrystal and their two children. 
James Mullin, Mrs. Boyden and Lillie 
Grace, all of Philadelphia. James Bender, 
who was sitting with Miss Henralty when 
she received the fatal injury, is unaccountd 
for. At a farm-house near here 
Mrs. Mary Waddel!, of Camden, is lying in 
a precarious condition, being scalded so 
severely that her life is despared of. 

T. B Judge,president of St. Ann’s literary 
institute, who is waiting to attend the in- 
quest, makes a statement fixing the num- 
ver of passengers at 1,300. He character 
izes the scene which followed 
the collision as indescribable, 
and says I think the railroad company 
guilty of gro-s negligence in running sec 
tions of trains so close. There were twenty- 
four cars in the train—sixteen in the first 
section and eight in the other. The people 
here have done everything that could be 
done for the wounded. The scene of the ac- 
cident 38 On a straight stretch of 
track about two hundred = yards 
from Mey’s Landing station. Part of the 
first section was on Great Egg Harbor river 
bridge, when the crash came. It is the gen- 
eral opinion that the engineer of the col- 
liding locomotive did all he could to check 
his engine, and whenit struck the engine 
bad been reversed and the air brake put un 
Assistant Trainmaster Aken, engineer of 
the second section, says the accident was 
caused simply by the air brake’s failure to 
work. He believes if the brake had opera- 
ted, his train would have stopped in time 
to have prevented the collision. It has 
been suggested that the air-brakes may 
have been designedly tampered with, but 
this theory has but few supporters. 
Sarah Collins, who was terribly scalded, 
and also suffered frightful internal injuries 
by inhaling the steam, died at the 
Pennsylvania hospital to-day. Sarah 
Wright died at her residence in Camden. 
Her mother, Mrs. Wright, lies at the same 
house beyond hope of recovery. The list 
of the dead brought down to noon to-day 
numbers seven. “a 

Two physicians from Camden and six 
nurses arrived here to-day. The railroad 
company has done everything possible for 
the relief of those who were injured, and a 
temporary hospital has been constructed 
close to where the accident occurred. 

A part of the first section of the excur-ion 
train was on the bridge across,Great Ezg 
Harbor river when the crash came. 

C. M. Hoogiand, the conductor, and Ed 
win Aiken, engineer of the second section 
of the excursion train, were arrested bere 
to-day. They are charged with manslaygh- 
ter, and were each held in $1,000 bail. 

Mrs. David McCrystal, one of the victims, 
died at 5 o’clock this evening. Miss Lillie 
Grace, who is terribly scalded, is rot ex- 
pected to live till morning. 

County Coroner Boyson swore in a jury 
of inquest this evening and viewed the 
body of Sweeney. Dr. Boyson was the only 
witness examined. He testified as to the 
cause of J. Sweeney’s death, which, he said, 
was the result of being crushed. He found 
the skull and body in the region of the pel- 
vis severely bruised and crushed. At the 
conclusion of his testimony the jury ad- 
journe@ till 11 o’clock to-morrow morning

INCREASING TURMOIL IN IRELAND.

Loxpoyx, August 12—The house of lords 
has passed a bill indemnifying Lord 
Plunket from the penalties for voting on 
the compensation bil! without having pre 
viously taken oath as a peer. A bill was 
brought down to the house of commons on 
Tuesday and was ordered for its second 
reading, but Mr. Thomas P. O’Connor, home 
ruler, having raised objection, a second 
reading was postponed, and Mr. O'Connor 
will move the rejection of the bill to-day. 

A Quettah dispatch says the fear among 
the military men here is that serious dis- 
sensions in Ayoob Khan's camp will cause 
him to retreat before an advance, in which 
case we should have before us a long march 
to Herat. The troups, bowever, are so anx- 
ious to retrieve their defeat that even the 
march to Herat would be cheerfully under- 
taken. 

The Times this morning, commenting on 
the abandonment and the subseq vent rescue 
of the steamer Jeddah, says: “It would have 
been terrible that more than nine hundred 
helpless pilgrims should have perished at 
sea, but that they should have been aban- 
doned by the officers of the ship, to which 
they had intrusted themselves, and been 
saved by accident is scarcely credible. The 
facts now before us imply as much, and it 
will be but just to suspend all judgment on 
the subject until all the facts are accurately 
known,” 

A Berlin dispatch says General Sir Gar- 
net Wolsely has been selected by the Brit- 
ish government to attend the grand impe- 
rial military maneuvres to take place here 
in autumn,

A-telegram tothe central news associa- 
tion says at one o’clock this morning a large 
party of men left the shore in six whale-* 

sats and boarded the Norwegian ship Juno, 
Oaptain Carlsen, repairing at Queenstown, 
went into her bold, and stole three cases of 
rifles, which formed a part of her cargo. 
The robbers cut the telegraph wires leading 
to Cork. There are no traces of the perpe- 
trators or the stolen property. 

In the house of commons to-day. Right 
Honorable William E. Forster, chief secre 
tary for Ireland, in reply to an inquiry, 
said sixty men had boarded the Norwegian 
ship Juno at Queenstown, secured the cap- 
tain and officers, and taken away forty- 
seven muskets. Six men bave been arrest- 
ed. The telegraph wire to Cork was cut. 

Fully a hundred men were engaged in the 
theft of arms from the Juno in Cork harbor. 
There were seven smal! boats, each carrying 
seven men. The crew of the Juno were 
fastened down in the forecastie and armed 
Sentries were placed overtheas. Tue cap 
tain and a revenue officer were shut up In 
the cabin. The captain would have fired 
upon the sentry who was guard- 
ing the cabin door but four the 
entreaty of his wife, who feared 
that they would be killed. Itis supposed 
thatone of the party fell down into the 
hold, thus putting as end to further opera- 
tions, the marks of blood being traceable. 
Twenty men kept guard on the road to 
assist in carrying off spoils.

FRANCE, 


Loxpon, August 12—A Paris dispatch 
says the municipal banquet at Cherbourg 
has had asatisfactory prologue, as M. Gam 
betta has succeedd in dissuading the coun- 
sellors from resigning in a body on account 
of a misunderstanding between Admiral 
Ribourt ard the mayor of Cherbourg. 

A Paris dispatch says that Baron Harden 
Hickey, editor of Le Triboulet, who has 
been expelled from France for political 
offenses, though an American by birth, has 
made France his adopted country, and 
possesses considerable property in and 
around Paris He was, however, not natur- 
alized, and therefore the authorities have 
acted strictly within the law which allows 
them to expel any foreigner. Of the 
barshness and want of judgment of this 
step there is, However, only one opinon. Le 
Triboulet, which will not cease to exist, was 
an anti republican journal, but the coarwe- 
ness which characterized scores of other 
comic prints was ever alsent from its pages, 
a fact which renders the action of the an- 
thorities doubly tyrarinical. The French 
press, except the government organs and a 
few socialist journals, loudly prutest against 
such a high-banded attack on its rights aad 
liberties. 

RUSSIA. 


Lonpow, August 12.—A dispatch from 
Cudkhubnen says the disturbed and unsatis- 
factory state of Caucasus is seriously occu- 
pying the minds of the Russian central au 
tnorities. The terrible destitution into 
which the greater part of the country has 
been plunged by the famine which began 
last autumo, rendérs it probable that the 
revenue of these provinces will barely pay 
the expense of collections. In the present 
state of the exchequer, the position of af- 
fairs in Caucasus is Causing great anxiety. 
A general outcry, therefore, has been raised 
against the mal-administration of this nat- 
urally rich country. 

TURKEY. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, August 12 —A few days 
ayo it seemed certain that the government 
had determined to solve the Montenegrin 
question by the,cession of Dulcigno. Now, 
uowever, new symptoms of hesitation have 
appeared. The official pretext for the 
change is a misunderstanding between the 
porte and the ambassadors concerning the 
extent of the territury to be ceded with Dul- 
cigno. There is reason to thiak that the 
-uitan is freaily influenced by a 
belief that serious differences have 
arisen among the powers, and that the nava! 
demonstration will be abanduned. Oaly 
France and Evgiand from the first nave 
been inclined to use coercive measures, 
and France now has withdrawn from her 
aggressive attitude thongh the minister of 
war may goto Duicigno with troops.

deciare a thoroughly organized system of 
public instruction a matter of the utmost 
importance. Upon the adoption of the plat- 
form, one buudred and fifty ‘‘no credit’ 
men votes. The names of A. W. Campbell, 
John V. Wright, J. C. Guild and R. K. 
Byrde were presented as candidates for 
governor. The convention then proceeded 
to ballot. The first ballot resulted in no 
nomination, and the convention adjourned 
tiil this moroing. 

The state credit democrats have nominated 
John V. Wright, a straight out debt-paying 
democrat, as a candidate for governor.

The carp is less 
costly than other varieties of pond fish, 
because they feed upon vegetable food.

Well, the 
facts set forth in this correspondence will 
do to think about hereafter. 

The Crops in Georgia. 

The report of the Georgia commis- 
sioner of agriculture for July has been 
made public, and is of unusual interest. 
The corn crop in the entire state is re- 
ported at 23 per ceutum below an aver- 
age crop. In the different sections the 
corn crop is reported as follows, com-~ 
In north 

Georgia, 86; in middle Georgia, 75; in 
southwest Georgia, 78; in east Georgia, 
68, and southeast Georgia, 77. Drouth 
has been the principal cause of the in- 
jury to the crop in every section. Some 
report good crops by planting early varie- 
ties, which mature in advance of the 
usual period of drouth. a 
Cotton is reported generally in the state 
as promising well. The weed is small in 
a large portion of the state, but is green, 
healthly and well fruited. The cater- 
pillar is reported in most of the counties 
of southwest Georgia, but not yet in suffi- 
cient numbers to cause serious apprehen- 
sion for the present, but the recent rains 
will induce a succulent growth favorable 
tothe rapid increase of the worms. Serious 
injury may, therefore, be expected before 
the plant reaches maturity. The crop, 
however, in that part of the state in which 
the worm is reported js well advanced, 
and a good crop will probably bé made 
in spite of the worm. Farmers are ad- 
vised to take immediate steps to destroy 
them before they become sufficiently 
numerous to seriously injure the crop, 
and the commissioner adds that London 
purple seems to be the cheapest. insecti- 
cide as yet available. It is much easier 
to destroy the worms while they are 
in small numbers than after they have 
multiplied. The worms now preying 
upon the plant, if allowed to mature and 
transform to the moth (aletia), will greatly 
multiply the next crop of worms. 
Commissioner Henderson says that the 
, general outlook at present is that a short 
provision supply and a large cotton crop 
will be made in‘the state. There is evi- 
dence of a disposition to sow rust-proof 
oats this fall to supplement the short crop 
of corn. The disaster to the oat crop caus- 
ed by rust on all except the rust proof 
varieties, will have the effect of inducing 
more than usual care in the selection of 
seed for the next crop. An effort is 
made by the publication in the crop re- 
ports of the department, of the address

“buried on Georgia soil. Every act of 
“my life, public and private, is open to 
“vour inspection and judgment, and I 
“invite both.” 

What wasthe result? In every county 
where Governor,Colquitt appeared before 
the people, he received their un- 
mistakable indorsement, and if he 
could have reached all the coun- 
ties, three-fourths of the delegates of the 
convention would have been instructed 
in his favor. As it was, nearly two- 
thirds of the delegates of the convention 
were instructed in hisfavor. What were 
the character of these instructions? In 
effect, the pgople said to a large majority 
of the representatives: ‘‘Weareso firmly 
“convinced of the integrity of this man, 
“who has been made the victim of these 
‘extraordinary slanders, that we charge 
“vou to make him our candidate for 
“governor. We have no _ other 
“choice,” and it is a  remarka- 
ble fact that the delegatess who 
were in favor of the renomination of 
Governor Colquitt had no second choice. 
The fact is remarkable, however, only 
because the campaign is remarkable. It 
is not probable that the readers of Tuer 
ConstiTuTION fully appreciate the stren- 
uous and venomous character of that 
campaign. It has come to light that the 


Governor Colquitt by his opponents were 
printed in documentary shape in Atlanta 
and sent into every nook and corner of 
the state, and when the people instruct- 
ed their delegates in his favor it was 
with the purpose of vindicating his char- 
acter by renominating him for gov- 
ernor. Nothing stood between their 
desires and the consummation thereof 
save the personal prejudices of a reck- 
less, factious and fragmentary minority.

A Matter Evolved from an Anmecdote 
of General Hancock.

I replied that he must respect my 
commands ss | was a confederate soldier, and 
stated that it would be death to one of us if he 
did not surrender and follow my directions. 
Without di mounting him or emanding his 
arms, | started in the direction of Reams’s 
station About the time we crossed the road, | 
dropped the bundle of papers tuat I had found. I 
had the muzzleof my gun directed at the officc r’s 
head, and tearing to stoop to pick them up asked 
a soldier | saw approaching two do so for me. 
Whether he did so or not 1 do not know. Neither 
do I know whether he was a federal or confeder- 
ate—I suppose the latter. In the excitement of 
the moment, I moved my prisoneron- Coming 
near our lines, I asked the prisoner to surrender 
his arms. He hauded mea smith & Wesson pis- 
tol anda very fine sword. We then went ou to 
the railroad, where I culled for Lienienant Jones, 
adjutant ¥th Georgia regiment. As svon as he 
appeared, I asked the prisoner to dismount, and 
togive his name and rank. Hereplied, as he dis- 
mounted: ‘1 am Colo.el Walker, adjutant-gen- 
eral of Hancock’s~staff.’’ I saw he had a 
watch, and told him if he would 
give it  ». and his money. to 
ine that I woull® take care of them for him and 
return them to him, as the guards would take 
them from him. He replied that he would as soon 
trust one rebel as another, but said that the 
sword which he haa given me was not his, aud 
that he would be greatly obliged if I would have 
it sent back into the federal lines where the own- 
er might get it. I et replied that | would 
take it to General Haucock’s meg gee my- 
self. It wasa very fine sword, and | afierwards

I saw Colonel Walker the next day among other 

risoners as I was going to Petersburg, and asked 
cin if he snew me. e answered, ** | know that 
mare you are riding.’”’ I think that he had been 
divested of every valuable he had. 

I found Colonel Walker to be a perfect genile- 
man, und have always wanted an opportunity to 
beg his pardon for the rough language I used in 
arresting him. 

1 don’t know what confederate colonel it was 
that captured General Walker after he made his 
escape from Petersburg and swam the riyer but 
should this meet the eye of General Walker he 
will recoilect the facts of his first capture as they 
are herein Getalied.

Cobb 
came to me late in the evening and told me he 
had captured acolonel. He had taken from him 
a splendid sword, and Cobb gave it tome.

It was a fine sword, and I wore 
it from that day till the war ended. I 
think I will send Walker his sword,” said 
the general. ‘I had about forgotten who 
it belonged to anyhow, and I don’t think we will 
ever need itagain. If wedo, I presume Walkes 
would lend it to me.”’

A $50,000 MEMORIAL 


That the Gate City Guard Propose 
Buliiding—A Sketch of the Hali, 


The visitor to the office of Parkins & 
Bruce, architects, will be apt to notice a 
huge board standing against the wall em- 
bellished with the design of an extremely 


ric aud artistic building. Mr. Bruce, fol- 
lowing the direction of your eyes, will re- 
mark: 

‘That wi!l be the handsomest and richest 
building in the south—not excepting uny 
building, erected for any purpose.”’ 

“What is it?” 

“Jt is the memorial hall to be built by 
the Gate City Guard.” 

“Ts that enterprise a fixed faci?’ 

“Oh, yes. The company, acting through 
Captain Burke, has already purchased the 
lot for the building. It 1s sitmated on the 
corner of Wheat and Pryor streets, where 
the front will be in plain sight of Peachtree 
street, and will be an ornament tothe city.” 

Asking an explanation of one side of the 
house, which seemed to be entirely of 
windows, Mr Bruce explained: “These are 
tLe memomal windows. Any company or 
regiment south or north that will furnish 
a memorial window will have a place for 
it here. These windows will all be of 
stained glass, with elaborate decorations, 
and will present a@ very rich appearance.” 


THE MONEY WILL COME, 


The cost of the building will be over 
$50,000. Although not large, it is so elab- 
orate and rich that it will agem. The 
money will be raised by the company un- 
der control of Captain Burke. The first 
step wil) be the fair that will be held at 
Atlanta this fall. There are estimates that 
the fair will net from $30,009 to $50,000, 
acd the most moderate estimates are that 
it will reach $20,000. It will certainly be 
on a_ scale never before attempted 
in this state. General Sherman, 
Senator David Davis and other prominent 
men have sent their,checks as contribu- 
tions. ‘The government has appropriated 
400 tents. Several loads of donations, vary- 
ing from champagne up to bardware, have 
been received from northern firms, and sev- 
eral car joads will follow. The fair will be 
held under an enormous tent that will be 
unique and grand. If $25,000 is raised 
by this fair the building will be an accom- 
plished fact. There will be three stores on 
the first floor fronting on Pryor street, and 
a large number of offices, etc., so that a reg: 
ular yearly income may be connted on. 
Those who know Captain Burke's —- 
and sagacity, the splendid personelle of the 
Guard aid the thousands of friends they 
have scattered all over the union cannot 
doubt that the hall will be built, and built 
in the best* possible style.
